With the Jassidae, the Appendix (commenced in 1908, vol. iv, 
p. 420) has been completed, but during ita publication a very 
considerable amount of fresh material in the earlier groups 
has also accumulated, especially the fine collections made by 
Dr. T. V. Campbell in Southern India, which through the kind 
influence of Mr. E A Butler have hitherto all passed through my 
hands, and the types of new and examples of all the species 
contained therein are now deposited m the cabinets of the British 
Museum.
